This 
little volume like the Paradise of Eden, affords us in per- 
fection, though in miniature, every thing that groweth else- 
where, every tree that is pleasant to the sight, and good 
for food, and above all that which was there lost, and is here 
restored — ^the tree of Life, in the midst of the garden.

Scriptures, is reduced to practice when we recite it in the 
Psalms. In those, faith and repentance are described — in 
these, they are acted ; by a perusal of the former we learn 
how others served God — but by using the latter we serve 
God ourselves. In the language of this Divine Book, 
therefore, the prayers of the Church have been offered up 
to the Throne of Grace from age to age% And it appears 
to have been the manual of the Son of GoD in the days of 
His flesh ; Who at the conclusion of His Supper, is gene- 
rally supposed, and that upon good grounds, to have sung 
a hymn taken from it ; Who pronounced upon the Cross 
the beginning of the twenty-second Psalm, 'My God, 



My God, why hast Thou forsaken Me P' and expired with a 
part of the thirty-first in His mouth, * Into Thy hands I 
commend My Spirit.' Thus He * Who spoke as never man 
spoke' chose to conclude His life, to solace Himself in His 
greatest agony, and at last to breath out His soul, in the 
Psalmist's form of words, rather than in His own." 

The good Dr. Hammond justly observes, " No tongue 
of man or angel can convey a higher idea of any book, 
and of their felicity who use it right. Indited under the 
influence of Him * unto Whom all hearts are open, all desires 
known, and from Whom no secrets are hid' they suit man- 
kind in all situations ; the fairest productions of human wit, 
after a few perusals, like gathered flowers, wither in our 
hands, and lose their fragrancy ; but these unfading plants 
of Paradise, become, as we are accustomed to consider 
them, still more and more beautiful ; their bloom appears 
to be daily heightened, fresh odours are emitted, and new 
sweets are extracted from them. He who hath once tasted 
their excellencies will desire to taste them again ; and he 
who tastes them oftenest will relish them best." 

It remains only for me now to beg the blessing of 
Almighty God on this little book, to the praise and glory 
of Whose Holy Name it is specially dedicated.
